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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-53 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, JHoffman^Jr. et al. (Pat. No. 6,122,657 ) teaches " a Filter module of 
the present invention which traps and processes all communications between the 
browser and the communication layer. The Filter module, which implements client-side 
methodology at each individual Web client for dynamic filtering of hypertext tags and 
content, includes an output stream, a processing loop, a Filter method, and an input 
stream. The first data member, protocol, is a character string (array) storing a particular 
protocol; it is not used within the Filter method. The second data member, server, 
stores a text string identifying the server (i.e., Web server). The third data member, 
port, stores a port number (i.e., IP port address). The fourth data member, URI, stores 
a character string indicating the actual URL address." (Abstract, lines 7-13, col. 27, 
lines 38-45). 

The prior art, Betrisey et al. (Pat. No. 6,360,023 B1) teaches "filtering features of 
the present invention as applied to a text character string comprising three character 
images." (Abstract, lines 1-8). 

The prior art, Yamamoto et al. (Pat. No. 6,041 ,141 ) teaches "A character string to 
be recognized is stored as an image in the storage portion. The character extraction 
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portion comprises a network consisting a plurality of interconnected operators each of 
which has numerous inputs and outputs. The character pattern output portion 10 reads 
an image from the input character string image held in the character string image 
storage portion 1 , the image lying within the range from the starting point to the end 
point of each input character." (Abstract, lines 5-9, col. 2, lines 39-43). 

Therefore, Hoffman, Betrisey, Yamamoto and the prior art of record, do not 
render obvious to one of ordinarily skilled in the art at the time of applicant's invention 
nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements including: "input text stream 
according to the filter configuration so as to generate a filtered text stream, the filtered 
text stream including positioning information for the input text stream" as recited in 
independent claim 1 and similarly recited in independent claim 47. 

As per claim 24, the prior art of record fails to teach "a scanner unit configured to 
modify the input text stream using the filter configuration data structure" and similarly 
recited in independent claim 49. 

The remaining claims 2-23, 25-46, 48, and 50-53 comprise dependent claims, 
thus these claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above 
reasons. 

The examiner agrees with the applicants' remarks, filed on July 6, 2004, page 3 
lines 22-25, page 4 lines 1-30, page 5 lines 8-27, and page 6 lines 1-18. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably

b. Betrisey et al. (Pat. No. 6,360,023 B1) discloses adjusting character 
dimensions to compensate for low contrast character features; 

c. Yamamoto et al. (Pat. No. 6,041 ,141) discloses a character recognition 
machine utilizing language processing; and 

d. Byrne et al. (Pat. No. 6,199,062 B1) discloses a reverse string indexing in a 
relational database for wildcard searching.
